darkened theſe Suns, and ſhaken theſe Pillars. Tribu- 


lation is like the Dragon's Tail, that draws Stars together, 
and caſts them to the Earth; ſo ſtrong is the Force of it, 
that it diſſolves all Ties whatſoever. Whence, could a 
a Man expect more Faithfulneſs than from his own Fami- 
I?” yet even there is a Fire kindled, that burns up all 
Monuments of Kindneſs, Mark xiii. 12. The Brother 
Pall betray the Brother to Death, and the Father the Son. 
It may be faid of Perſecution. which, is ſaid of the 
ſtrange Woman, Prog, vil, 26. She hath caſt down ma- 
ny * wounded, and many ftrong Men have been ſlain by her. 
Certainly evety Man, upon Conſideration of this, may 
read to himſelf a Lecture of Fear and Trembling. 

© 34y,' The Temptation may be ſtrong, that even the 


_  fincere Lovers of Chriſt may be tempted to turn aſide. Tell 


me, O thou whom my Soul loveth, where thou feedeſt and 
where thou makeſt thy Flocks, to reſt at Mean; for why ſhould 
T be as one that turns aſide? &c, The great Deſign of 
the Devil, in all Tribulation, is againſt theſe... The Fur» 
nace muſt be ſeven times batter for Shadrach, Meſbech 
and Abednego, Servants of the Moſt High, You 3 
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what is Daniel's Obſervation, 92 ix, 12. Under the whole 
Heaven it hath not been done, as hath been done in ERUSALEM. 
Neither is it any Wonder it Thould be ſo; the Children of 
this World have many Reſuges to fly to in a, Time of Tri- 
bulation, but the Children of the Kingdom have only one; 
and though it be truly far the ſafeſt, yet it expoſes, them 
to the World's Evil ſo much the more., P/al. xiv. 6. The 
Council of the Poor is, even upon that Account, put to 
ſhame,” becauſe the Lord is his Refuge. If there be among 
Enemies ſo much as a Deſire to be reputed religious, 
they will account it a Diſgrace, that any ſhould pretend. 
to more Tendernefs than they. Sometimes the Fountain - 
whence Afﬀidtion flows, is great Power, which the Church 
of God either cannot or may not reach, Eccl. iv. 1. 1 be- 
held the Tears of the Oppreſſed, and they had no Camforter; 
on the Side of their 7 there waz Power, but they, 
had no Com forter. And the'Scripture doth abundantly e- 
vidence, that the People of God have been perſecute, fome- 
time by Pharaoh upon the Throne, ſometime by a Ha- 
man in the State, fometime by a Judas in the Church 
their Yokes have been ſo heavy, that it were as eaſy to 
remove the Sun out of the Firmament, as to remove it. 
ſrom the Neck of God's People; and it may be the Lord 
uncovereth his People, and gives looſe Reins to Adverſa- 
ries to run upon them at a ſull Career, that they think it, 
below them if they do not the Church great Injury.. 

Eſther iii. 3. Haman thought ſcorn to lay Hands upon 
Mordecai alone, but he thought to ſlay all the People of 
the eus. There is no Cloud of Protection upon God's 
People; to keep off the Malignancy of their Influences ; 
there is a Cloud of Calamities, which renders their Miſery.

It, That any Reſt that can be had by turning aſide 
from Jeſus Chrilt is not his Reſt ; it is not a Reſt of his 
giving, nor in bis Company : If his Reſt can be had by 
turning aſide, w. by ſhould ſhe, after ſo ſerious an Inquiry 
after his Reſt, evidence ſo great an Averſation from turning 
aſide by the Flocks of his Companions ? It is the Happi- 
neſs of a Believer, that the Reſt which he hath, either in 
Poſſeſſion or Right, is one of God's Proviſion ; and it were 
the Wiſdom of the People of God to reje& all Motions of 
Reſt, which the Lord ſetteth not his Seal unto : The 
World's Peace and the Lord's Indignation often-times run 
in one and the ſame Channel; you may eſcape the Fury 
of profane Men, if you will comply with them in their Pro- 
fanity, but except you. ſo follow Peace with Men, as alſo 
to follow Holineſs, you cannot ſee the Face of God, O

of Heaven, and the Influence thereof directed, by his Provi- 
dence; to warm or ſcorch, nouriſh or corrupt Things in 
this inferior World, according to his Pleaſure, fo, like- 
ways, Enemies have no Power, nor can they actuate the 
Power that they have, to the Prejudice of his People, with- 
out his Permiſſion. That which Chriſt ſaid to Pilate may 
be accommodate” to all Powers on Earth, Thou can 
have n Power wer me, except it be given thee from above. 
Je tommandeth the Sun and it riſeth not, he ſealeth a 
the Stars. True it is, the Wicked are a raging Sea, caſtin 
ſorth Dirt and Mire, but he alſo ſets Bounds to the Rage- 
ing of the Sea, ſaying, ' Hitherto ſhalt thou come, hes 
further. As how hidden are the Goings of the Lord in 
his Diſpenſation towards his People, in nothing more 
than in this may it be ſaid, that he dwelleth in thick 
Darkneſs; though Enemies ſhould wrap up their Deſigns 
in deepeſt Secrecy, doth not God diſcover deep things out 
of Darkneſs; and bring to Light the Shadow of Death? 
Why then ſhould the People of God be amazed at the Ap- 
-prebenſions of Tribulation? Were it handſome for a Child 
to weep to the Whip that ſtrikes him, and not to the. Fa- 
cher in whoſe Hand it is. * 
Za, Conſider that the Tribulations of the Children of 
God will certamly come to a Period, and the more violent 
"they be they are nearer to an End; therefore they be

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ofibng, oulf of going down. and by the Sun at Noon, 
when he is mounted up to his Meridian Point, he inſtant- 
ly poſts downward. Not only is the Lord powerful and

JupGweNnTs. Though they have been of ſuch Elevation a- 
bove the ordinary Level of Men, as none might ſay to 
them, What doit thou? yet God hath ſaid to them in 
the latter End, What haſt thou done ? How terrible an 
Exaltation is that in Exod. ix. 16. For this Cau/e have I 
raiſed thee up to ſhew in thee my Power, and that my Name 
may be declared throughout all the Earth. How does he, 
in a Moment, turn the Heart of Ahaſuerus againſt Haman ? 
The ſame Hand, that had liſted him up, doth likeways caſt

The Ground 
of à Believer*s Satisfaction is ſomewhat above the Reach 
of worldly Tribulation; whatſoever Commotion ariſe, it 
cannot touch their Foubdation. Believers are compared 
to a Houſe built upon 'a Rock, and Prov. x. 25. The 
Righteous is an everlaſting Foundation. He is compared 
to # Tree, P/al. xii. 3. His Root ſhall never be moved. 
Outward Advantages are but as goodly Pictures, or other 
Decorements of « Houſe which may be blurred" or remov- 
ed without Prejudice to the Building; or, like fair feather- 
ed Birds, chirping melodiouſly upon the Top of a Tree, 


wiich-may ſuddenly fly away without any Diſadvantage ; 3 
but that ſolid Necorement, the Image of God, cannot, by 


any outward Accident, be defaced, but rather rendered 
much the more illuſtrious and clear: A fiery Purnace 
cannot hinder the three Children to praiſe the Lord; no- 
thing can hinder their Obedience to God's Command, and 
one great Command is, Rejoice evermore. There are

I believe 
the Malice and Fury, and Craſtineſs of the Devil, tranſ- 
ſcends the Malice, Fury and Craft of human Enemies: Yet 
though he uſed his utmoſt Endeavour to engage 8 of

Temptation. 
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Temptation. Yea, Affliction is the Lord's Furnace, where- 


in the more they be tried, they come forth the more pu- 


rified ; Job xxxvi. 8, 9, 10. F the Righteous be bound 


in Fetters, and held in Cords of Affli tion, then he ſheweth 


them their Work and Tranſpreſſions wherein they have ex- 
ceeded ; he ppeneth alſo their Ears to Diſcipline, and com- 


mandei h them to return from Iniguity. The Concluſion of 


a believing Soul under Affliction is, If God puniſh me ſo 
ſharply for thoſe Sins that I have already committed a- 


gainſt him, much more ſhall I not be ſtricken if I revolt 


any more? This is the Concluſion of Ezra, ix. 6, 7, 13, 


and 14. J am aſhamed and bluſh to lift up my Face to thee,

Furnace of Tribulation, than to have the Heart and Soul 
burnt up with the unquenchable Flames of a ſelſ· torment * 
ing Conſtience. Bleſſed thereſore is that Man, even in 
the Midſt of outward Miſery, who retaineth a good Con- 
ſeience; this cannot be reached by any Armour of Devils 
or Men. Oh! that thoſe Fools, whoſe Hearts are perpe- · 
tually in the Houſe of Mirth, would conſider their latter 
End! The Beginning of a Sinner's Day may be ſweet, 
but cheir Endl is bitter as Wormwood, Men may hood- 
wink their Conſcience all the Days of their Liſe; but, O 
how dreadſul is it when Death begins to draw tho Wel 
and repreſent things as they are in themſelves ! I think 1 


. bear the'Shrieks and Howlinigs of a damned Spirit in Pfl.

The 
ſure Hopes of this Reſt will not only render all Tribula- 
tion tolerable; but even: deſirable ; they are but light and 
momentary, but work | for ug d far more-exceeding and eter» 
nal Weight of Glory. The Good and Evil of te World 
evaniſh both out of the Sight of that Soul that hath its 
Eye fixed upon the Recompence of Rewarg. The Sound 

of that Salutation, This Night ſhalt thou be with'me in Pa- 
cad; iſe, made the Croſs of he penitent Thief: preferable to 
all the Crowns of the World. And as the Hopes of this 
Reſt i is a Helmet of Salvation, keeping the Head from be- 
ing wounded, the Enjoyment of it puts a Believer beyond 

Reach of all. Tribulatiou. Heaven is fitly reſembled 
yy the Court of Abaſuerus; none may come in there 
thed with Sackcloth. The Church is here beneath the 
Sun, and ſo obnoxious to ſcorching; there ſhe is above 
the Sun, the Sun lights not on her, nor any Heat: —— 
this is the Motive from which the Lord himſelf 
Stedſaſtneſs, Rev. ii. 10. Be thou faithful unto Death, — 
1 will give thee a Grown of Life. 

Sixtbly, This may keep the People of Cod from turning 
as. in the botteſt L ribulation, that the Door is {till open 
for their Approach to God. This Liberty you {ee reſerved. 
to the Church, eyen at à Noon-tide of it; ſhe may ſay. 
Tell me, &c. Enemies cannot obſtruct theſe Lines of 
Communication that are betwixt God and his People. Yea, - 
I may ſay there is one Fold of the Door more opened in 
a Time of Adverſity, than in a Time of Proſperity; there 
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is à particular Charge to approach to him at ſuch a Time, 
and a particular Promiſe annexed to Obedience; P/al. l. 
16. Call upon me in the Day of Trouble, and 1 will deliver 
thee; and thou ſhalt glorify me. Tribulation is a Time 
when the Lord makes Proof of his People's Friendſhip to 
him,. in that they will- not be diverted from a C of 
Obedience to him by any Hope or Fear whatſoever ; that, 
how deſpicable ſoever they may be in the Eyes of Men, 
he adheres to them, deſpicable as they are, and evidences 
the Sincerity of his Friendſhip, in his gracious ſupplying 
of their Neceſſities, when they call upon him. Let this 
be recorded for a Cordial, though thou wert baniſhed from 
all thy Friends and Acquaintances on Earth, yet God 
is within Cry, if thou be one that can give him this 
Compellation, O thou whom my Soul loveth, This you ſee 
examplified in the Caſe of David, Pſal. xxxviii. 11. My 
Lovers and Kinsfolk ſtand aloof from my Sore, and my Friends 
ſtand afar off. But is there no Boſom into which he can 
pour forth his Complaints? is there no Eye that can com- 
paſſionately behold his Miſery? is there no Ear within 
Reach of his Groaning?

52 by a great Surprifal of Providence, thus ſtaged 
before the World, in a Matter of fo univerſal Con- 
cernment to all that fear. God and deſire to be ſtedſaſt in 
his Covenant, I could not ſorbear to leave behind me this 
ſtanding Teſtimony, concerning the Occaſion and Uſes 
thereof, for the Glory of God, in the Vindication of my 
Profeſſion from the Aſperſions caſt thereon by Men, and 
the Edification of thoſe, by my Death, to whom I had 
devoted my Life in the Work of the Miniſtry. 

I have ; eſteemed the Government of this Church by 
Predptery to be awong the chief of the Ordinances of Je-

walking with God, and edifying Exemplarineſs with othe 
that became one that had received the Firſt-fruits, of the 
Spirit, and aimed at the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, living in 
Times of ſo much Calamity for the Church of God, and 
particular Afflictions as to myſelf. If T had ſpent my Days 
in groaning after my Houſe from Heaven, would I have 
ſhifted ſo fair an Occaſion of being clothed with it? Alas, 
that 1 have loved my Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt ſo 
little! Alas, that I have done ſo little Service to him, that 
I have ſo little Labour to follow me to my everlaſting 
Reſt ! This I ſpeak to thoſe eſpecially with whom I have 
familiarly converſed in my Pilgrimage, that, ſeeing the Lord 
will not grant me Life to teſtify my real Reformation of 
theſe things; my Acknowledgment at Death may have In- 
fluence upon them, to ſtudy not only Godlineſs, but the 
Power of it. 

As I acknowledge, that T have not been free and i inge- 
nuous in theſe Particulars forementioned, ſo in.other things, 
wherein I interponed that holy Name of God, as to the 
not being upon: the Contrivance of this 1 in Arms, nor 
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privy to any' Reſolution cherer nent, nor conſcious of any 
Luteiligence at home or abroad concerning it, I was moſt 
ingenuous: As they have wronged me much, who faid, 
that 1 denied, upon Oath, that which they were able to 
wake out againſt me, or knew to be Truth; but none al- 
l:Jge Perjury againſt me, but ſuch as are ſo manifeſtly 
guilty of it before the World, that their Tongues in ſuch 
Alledgances are no Slander. | 
Although I be judged and condemned as a Rebel amongſt 
Men, yet I hope, even in order to this Action, to be accep- 
ted as loyal before God. Nay, there can be no greater 
Act of I. yalty to the King, as the Times now go, than for 
every Man to do his utmoſt for the Extirpation of that a- 
dominable Plant of Prelacy, which is the Bane of the 
Throne and of the Country: Which if it be not done, the 
Throne ſhall never be eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs, until 
theſe Wicked be removed from before it. Sure I am, theſe, 
who are riow condemned as Rebels againſt him by them, 
ire ſuch as have ſpent much Time in Prayer for him, and

of a Diſcourſe anent public Differences, ſaid, That, before 
Buſineſſes went as they are going, a Hundred thouſand in 
the Three Kingdoms would loſe their Lives.

: November 11th, reported, That Sir * Stewart and 
his Son had been cited to anſwer this Day; and it being 
informed by ſome of the Members, that Sir James can 
clear himſelf, the Lords appoint the Earl of Morten and 
Loxd Tarbet to examine Sir James, and report. Malter 
Stewart his Son appeared, and denied the foreſaid Speeches 
charged againſt him. Witneſſes being called and examined, 
the Council find he uttered ſome things tending to Sediti- 
on, and impriſon him in the Tolbooth till further Order. 
Every thing which ſavoured of a Senſe of Liberty, or 
expreſſed any Dillike at Biſhops, was now reckoned ſedi- 
tious Speaking. This excellent and religious young Gentle- 
man was ſoon diſmiſſed, and died not very long -after 
this, not without ſome very remarkable Fore-notices of his 
Diſſol»tion, to himſelf and excellent Father; and, hav- 
ing run faſt, came ſoon to his eternal Prize. We ſhall 
afterward hear of worthy Mr. Hew Mac Maile, and find him 
ſealing the Truth with his Blood-after Pentland. It was, 
as I take it, after this faithful and free Sermon, wherein 
it was pretended he reflected on the King, becauſe he 
preached the Scriptural Doctrine upon Church Goverri- 


ment, that he went abroad, and accompliſhed himſelf in 


travelling for ſome Years. When he came home, he was 
the more qualified to, be the Object of the Prelates Spite, 
' Upon the 18th of December, the Juſtice Clerk and Ju- 


fiice Depute have - before them Mr. Hew Mac K. aile, and 


ſeven others; who pronounced Sentence of Death upon 
them, and ordered them to be hanged, at the Croſs of E- 

dinburgh, December 22d. 
'All of them; ſave three, were executed that Day; and 
molt Part of their Speeches are already more than once 
publiſhed.

Never did Men in Scotland die more Andie by the 
Spe@ators, yea the religions Part of the Nation; but moſt 
of all, when Mr. Heu Mac Maile ſaffered, there was ſcarce 
ever ſeen ſo much Sorrow in Onlookers x ſcarce was there 
a dry Cheek in the whole Street or Windows at the Croſs" 
of Edinburgh. He was 4 Youth of twenty-ſix Years of 


Age, univerſally beloved, - ſingularly pious, of very confi- 
derable Learning. He had ſeen the World, and traveled 
ſome Years abroad, and was a very comely graceful Per- 
ſon. I am told, he uſed to faſt one Day every Week, and 
had frequently before this ſignified to bis Friends his Im- 
preſſions of ſuch a Death as be now underwent. His 
Share in the Riſing was known to be but ſmall, and, when 
be ſpoke of his Comfort and Joy in Death, heavy were 
the Groans of theſe preſent. ' When "theſe good People
